The actual
lond on each tire can be ascertained by
wolghing first the front of the fully
londad cury then the reéar, dividing each
Agurg by two to et the load per thrp.
1 can then be Inflated to the proper
pressure for that particular welght, as
indicated by the scalo of carrylng cn-
pacities and inflation pressures. A cors
tin talerdnce i1 pressure should be al-
lowed for leakage, but before the pres-
sure drops ¥ per cent the tire should be
Ppumiped up agein.
